It can be ‘easily seen, therefore, 
that if a bill comes in, ‘say, for 50 
kilowatt ‘hours and “the consumer 
has one 50-watt lamp in the circuit, 
he hag burned this lamp for 1.000 
hours. On the same reckoning he 
can burn two 50-watt lamps for 500 
hours, and so on in proportion. As 
a matter of fact, the average lamp 
is 25 to 45 watts, so that should they 
be efficient. from the foregoing ta- 
ble the consumer will be able to see 
what he has been paying for and 
will have a fair {dea as to whether 
he is being fairly treated or not.

be just, and the thinking world de- 
manded above all justice, justice 
for the living, justice for the dead 
and maimed—the toll called for by 
the Gérman crime. It was a plece 
of masterly summing up of the evi- 
dence adduced against the defend- 
ant and dismissal of his spurious 
pleas in abatement. 

The crime, he informed the cul- 
vrit; was the greatest committed by 
any man or set of men or nation. 
The punishment would ‘not be 
greater, however, than the crim{nal 
could bear. At all times it-would 
be tempered with unswerving jus- 
tice and the nation under sentence 
would be given © opportunity to 
prove repentence, not by words but 
by deeds. A full reparation for all 
crimes could not be made by the 
Germany of today or in one hun- 
dred years. 

Differentiation between the Ger- 
many of yesterday and of this day 
could not be admitted by the court, 
for the blunt. reason that all of 
Germany, all the people high and 


while Germany marched: upon’ de- 
fenseless Belgium” and France and 
committed horrors ~ unparalelled; 
they uttered nota protest, but stood 
by’ Prussianism and Kaiserism arid 
only turned upon them after they 
had lost, the war. All of Germany, 
therefore, ” must bear, the brunt for 
years. to’ come. 

War among nations is placed in a 
new category in the Clemenceau 
pronouncement. _ Formerly . wars 
were accepted as*legitimate occupat 
tions. The loser was made to pay, 
but he was admitted as an equal 
by the victors. But affirmation of 
the sentence upon Germany has this 
to state, most significant we be- 
Heve: ‘The allied and associated 
powers belfeve that they will be 
false to those who have given thelr 
all to. save the freedom of the 
world if they consent to treat war 


on any other basis than as a crime|” 


against humanity and right.” 

This declaration has never pene- 
trated the German soul yet, but as 
the import of the sentence imposed 
on the nation is, revealed by eco- 
nomic process, the latter is Iikely 
to open the mind of Germany to her 
true standing in the world court. 

Finally, the more the Germans 
consider those terms of the treaty 
most vehemently assailed by them, 
the more they must realize that the 
treaty is not final; that its modifi- 
cation in the interest of a demo- 
cratic, pacific and neighborly Ger- 
many is virtually certain in the 
near future, as is the admission of 
Germany to the League of Nations. 
What France, Belgium and Great 
Britain cannot concede today in the 
face of German savagery and un- 


lbridled greed during the years of 
‘the war, they may be able and dls- 


posed to concede after Germany has 


‘proved heself fully recovered from 


her militaristic nightmare.

An enumerator is named for each 
polling division in the city, and a 
chief enumerator for each riding ant 
further information can be secured 
upon application to the chief enum- 
erator for the riding in which you 
reside. If your name is not secured 
by the enumerator and placed on the 
list you will not be entitled to vote, 
and it is the duty of all who desire 
the right to vote to see that their 
name is handed to the enumerator 
tor the polling division In which they 
reside. : 

It Is very likely that an enumer- 
ator for this city will start at Work 
shortly. compiling the names of those 
entitled to vote here.

CANADA’S MERCANTILE MARINE

‘The statesmen 
Allied peoples have concluded their 
their work. Premier Borden and 
ministers of the Canadian Cabinet. 
in common with the accre2'ted de}- 
egates from other nations, ‘have 
pledged Canada to certain definite 
responsibilities responsibilities 
earned, and ic keeping with the val- 
or of. Canadians in Europe: during 
all the days of the Great War. Can- 
ada must rise to her obligations. 
The turmoil through which the peo- 
ple are passing cannot alter or elim- 
inate the facts of the situation. The 
country is entering a serious era. 
There must be—If interest charges 
and principal payments of the na- 
tional debt are to be met as they 
fall] due—production and trade in 
Canada such as our forefathers 
would have deemed !mpossfble for 
Canada for yet another fifty years 
The Dominfon is but a lijtle more 
than fifty years old. We have a 
debt snitable to a country twice the 
age of our own and that would be a 
sizeable load for a population twice 
as large as that constituting the na- 
tion today. 

The. field, forest, and mines of 
Canada ‘must be made to give of 
their natura! wealth on a scale never 
before attained. Farmers, lumber- 
men and miners must be multiplied. 
People of a desirable class must he 
encouraged to settle in the Domin- 
fon to enlarge the home market~ 
Manufacturers must take courage, 
fight with the same dash and perse- 
verance our fighting men exhibites 
in France, to invade forelgn markets 
on a competitive basis. We must 
produce, and we must sell on a tre- 
mendous scale to carry the country 
through the coming years. There is 
nothing {mpossible about this. It 
carn be done. Canada {is in a splen- 
did position of strength as Yar as 
resources are concerned. With the 
tight kind of co-operation the pro- 
blem will- be satisfactorily solved. 

Few people, I think, realize the 
significance of the Canadian Govern- 
ment Merchant Marine in connection 
with these aspects of the country’s 
immediate future. The country’s 
venture, as a state, into the carry- 
ing trade by. water is a little differ- 
ent from the expansion of transport 
by rail.

Liber- 
al Leader for the province of Ontar- 
io appeared Thursday. on The Adver- 
tiser boards. It was not long until 
several groups of men had gathered, 
and then they formed themselves In- 
to |a small crowd ands gave three 
cheers.

tion “of Mr. Dewart was gratifying. 
The people of the province regard 
him as a man of great vigor and 
high courage and while he will not 
be, popular with any of those influ- 
ences, journalistic of financial, de- 
scribed in a phrase “the Toronto 
crowd”, he will appeal to the major- 
ity of the old-line Liberals of On- 
tarlo. 

Despite the fact that the Toronto 
coterle which stood with union. gov- 
ernment did not favor Mr.' Dewart, 
their strength was to be estimated 
by the showing made by Mr. Proud- 
foot, M.P., at present holding the 
position of Liberal leader. Major 
Tolmie, a chaplain in the war and a 
splendid force in the community, was 
a worthy opponent for Mr. Dewart, 
but the latter had the advantage of 
having been in the fight for Liberal- 
ism in the last campaign and to have 
since attacked the queer administra- 
tion of the Ontario liquor department 
and brought about a farcical Inves- 
tigation, which is by no means clear- 
ed up to public satisfaction. 

Mr. Dewart finds himself without 
the -support of the Toronto Globe. 
His attitude on the temperance ques- 
tion did ‘not satisfy the Globe, it 
says. But it is doubtful if any other 
stand of Mr. Dewart satisfied that 
newspaper, because he was a staunch 
supporter of Sir Wilfrid Laurier in 
the last campaign. Mr. Dewart, it 
may be taken, will stand by the Lib- 
eral attitude on the temperance 
question, which will find its expres- 
sion when a plebiscite is taken. Tra- 
ditionally, Liberalism will hold ‘to

He has subscribed to the broad pro- 
gram of reform for the whole peo- 
ple laid down in the resolutions pre- 
sented to the convention.

Portland, July §.—Women who 
are loathe to lose their “independ-

BERLIN, July 9 —Addressing the 
German National Assembly at Wet- 
mar today, Matthias Erzberger, vice 
chancellor and minister of finance, 
said one of the first requirements 
relative to the restoration of a life of 
labor is the establishment of orderly 
finances, “f will have nothing to ‘do 
with suggestions for the annulment 
of war loans or a declaration of gen- 
eral bankruptcy. My highest aim is 
to establish justice in the entire tax- 
ation system. The Income from capl- 
tal must be taxed much more heavily 
than the income from work. An in- 
heritance tax and a heavy tax levy 
on property will be the initial steps 
that will be taken. The empire's in- 
come must be increased nine hun- 
dred per cent. and that of individual 
states and communes perhaps one 
hundred per cent. Such enormous 
charges require fresh megsures.

All through the spring and sum- 
mer of 1915 the process of smug- 
gling fugitives into Holland contin- 
ued.

writing to thank her. The Germans 
intercepted these letters.’ 

This was just before the battle of 
Loos, and the Germans at once saw 
red. They themselves had managed 
to introduce a number of spies in- 
to England in the guise of Belgian 
refugees during the wild exodus 
from Antwerp and Ostend the year 
before. Surely Miss Cavell was pass- 
ing sples across the Dutch frontier 
in addition to fugitive soldiers? In 
this clumsy way they thought to en- 
trap the Englishwoman by sending 
to her house two agents who posed 
as fugitives from the Mons chateau. 

Miss Cavell, not being a recogniz- 
ed guide. simply answered that she 
could ‘not take them in—nothing 
more. .The Germans had hoped in 
this way to get in touch with the 
other links in the chain as Miss Cay- 
ell passed her agents on, and’so pos- 
sibly get to the bottom of general 
espionage conspiracy. They already 
held sufficient proof to arrest Miss 
Cavell on the lesser charge—punish- 
able by them, ‘however, with the 
same penalty as the greater.

<> A Japanese criminal court. {s al- 
most as difficult to get into as’a spec 
tator as it is difficult to get out of 
‘a prisoner, but ithere.are enough 
unusual points to make’at least one 
visit instructive, _ if not profitable. 
Criminal trials in Japan are public, 
but not blatantly so, and Idle curios- 
ity ia not encouraged. To be per- 
mitted to even enter the grounds 
surrounding the court buildings. one 
must secure the formal permission 
of the stern police official at the gate. 
and that permission is only secured 
through the presentation of some 
good reason why the solicitor should 
be-:permitted to pass. 

Once past the guardian of the 
gate, however, one may proceed into 
the courtroom itself without. trou- 
ble, provided . always that he re. 
moves his hat immediately: he ‘en- 
ters the building, removes his over- 
coat if he happens to be wearing 
one, walks quietly and holds his _re- 
marks and questions down to a faint 
whisper. In the main courthouse in 
Tokio, which houses the Supreme 
Court, and the various local courts. 
corresponding to the American cir- 
cult courts, the corridors are lined 
during the sessions “by besworded 
gendarmes,, between the rows of 
which the_one with-business before 
the judges warily walks. ‘No chance

The league, declared the president, 
was born of the conviction of prac- 
ical statesmen that an international 
concert had become a world necessi- 
ty to end the old order dnd guaran- 
tee civilization, He ried that in 
such a concert the world looked con- 
fidently to America for leadership, 
and added that while the treaty 
might not be exactly as the Ameri- 
can delegation would have written it, 
no vital principle had been sacrificed 
by tho necessary compromises. 

The senate already divided in a 
bitter fight over the league Proposal, 
recelyed the president with cheers

Upon my return ffom New York

found that, instead of stopping when 
the armistice was signed, every need- 
ful thing had continued climbing in 
price—rent, food, clothing, and all 
other necessities except light, water, 
and street car fare, all of which are 
municipally owned and furnished at 
cost, 

Our employees must and shall be 
paid enough to live in decency ‘and 
comfort. It fs neither good business 
nor good morals to underpay anyone. 
The number of dollars one receives 
for work is not the true measure. 
The question is, how much flour, 
beef. beans, rent, shoes, etc., these 
dollars will purchase. 

Ready-made men’s suits sold for 
from $15 to $45 four years ago. 
These same suits, of poorer quality 
—and I take the word of the cloth- 
jers themselves—now: sell for from 












$35 to $75. ° 


Shoes that sold for $6 now sell for 
$15; houses and flats that rented 
for from $20 to $40 now rent for 
from $35 to $80. 

I am informed that the wholesale 
price of clothing was increased from 
10 to 20 per cent. In the last sixty 
days. 

Seattle officials cannot regulate the 
cost of living. I do not know who 
can; but it is my plain duty to see 
to it that our employees receive suf- 
ficient to care for themselves and 
their families. Of course raising 
wages generally will again shoot up 
the cost of production and make an- 
other raise necessary unless some- 
thing happens or something is done.

“That John Yorke came to his 
death on Sunday, July 6,. 1919 by 
accidental drowning in thé Bay of 
Quinte at a point about three hun- 
dred yards from what is known as 
Jones’ Creek in. the township of 
Sidney, County of Hastings.” 

This was the verdict, returned by 
the jury last evening to Coroner Dr. 
H. A. Yeomans after an investiga- 
tion into the cause of the death of 
the Acme Factory cheesemaker. Mr. 
Wm. Carnew, crown attorney ex- 
amined the witnesses. 

Miss Hilda Barrett testified that 
Mr. Yorke came down to Jones’ 
Creek camp for tea on the day in 
Question with Mr. Wilson, and that 
she saw him go out in a canoe and 
jump from a punt near. the middle 
of the bay. She did not witness the 
drowning. 

Miss Flora Paterson was in a 
punt. with a girl companion. The 
punt had drifted toward the middle 
of the bay. Miss Paterson gave 
evidence that Yorke had paddled out 
to the punt, seemingly with some 
difficulty as there were choppy 
waves and a stiff wind. Yorke 
dove off the punt. After¢swimming 
about for a few minutes, he said, 
“Girls do not go too far. I'm getting 
tired."" The punt was drifting away 
all the time. Yorke was only about 
ten feet away. The punt was very 
hard to move and Miss Paterson 
swung the canoe around. and told 
him to seize it. One ware went 
over his head and another and down 
he went, never to come up. Yorke 
had seemed exhausted, making no 
headway. Witness imagined he was 
taken with heart failure. Yorke had

He 
twice sald he was -tired. He 
seemed to work real hard 
paddling from the shore. 

As he went down the girls in the 
boat’ screamed, and two men, 
Messrs. Blaker and Barnum came 
out from shore but Yorke did not 
come up. 

Mrs. WHilam Westfall of the 
third of Sidney testified that Yorke 
had boarded at her place for two 
seasons. He seemed in good con- 
dition and never complained of 
heart trouble. Once he took a cold 
bath 2or3 months ago and his 
Joints were, he sald, stiff for some 


time. He was 31 years old on June 
18th and was a very gentlemanly 
man. 


Mr. R. N. Wilson told of accom- 
panying Yorke to Jones’ Creek from 
the third of Sidney. 

Mogsrs. Wilbert and Thos. Carter 


gave evidence as to finding the 
body. 
Mr. Robert McLaughlin, cheese- 


man, of Sidney factory, told of going 
on Sunday morning to get Mr. Yorke 
for dinner. Yorke got up at 11 a.m. 
and complained of feeling out of 
sorts. He ate a heavy meal. 

The coroner, Dr. Yeomans, in re- 
viewing the case, sald that while 
there was no direct evidence on the 
point, it was just possible that 
Yorke, haying eater a good meal, 
had ‘become exhausted in swimming 
and had been taken with heart 
failure.

“WASHINGTON, July 18—The 
charges brought by me last Saturday 
of cruelty to American soldiers In 
France, caught in the web of the 
Paris-American military police, have 
been more than proved by testimony 
of witnesses called by the -special 
committee of the House, Rhpresen- 
tative Dallinger, of. Massachusetts, 
sald Wednesday. 

Several former soldiers who had 
been confined in prison camps near 
Paris, and in what was called .‘‘bas- 
tile’ In Paris, told the committee 
about instances of cruel treatment. ~ 

That the striking of prisoners by 
sergeants was not uncommon, was 
the assertion of Paul Boggs, 12th 
Telegraph Battalion, who declared 
he had seen as many as fifty men 
beaten during his eleven Hays at 
the prison camp, No. 2, near Paris.

_]ing the'States. The present law pro- 
hibits Japs from acquiring real es- 

te. A senator introduced a meas- 
ure, which, if it had not) been de- 
feated, would of itself have been suf- 
ficient ‘to cause war. It provided 
that no leases of any kinds should 
be made with Japs, ‘and existing 
leases be cancelled. 

The gross injustice of such a mea- 
*/sure ‘killed it. In’ travelling about 
many places in Califarnia, in cities 
and in the country, I learned that 
the Japs were far more industrious 
than the average American laborer, 
That they worked longer hours, 

















in intoxicating liquors, quiet and or- 
derly.. Very seldom was any crime 
committed. Respectful, cleanly, in- 
telligent, they appeared to me the 
best of industrial citizens, They are 
numerous in California, and as far 
as I could learn are the very people 
who should, be, welcomed, to the 
great republic. Because they are of 
darker color ‘than the American 
should not be considered as a reas- 
on, for ‘forbidding “thelr. entrance in- 
to the country. Every Jap 1 saw 
seemed to be ‘bfight, intelligent, 
peaceable, cleanly and industrious.

The complete collapse of the Wins tion. 
nipeg strike carries a clear lesson for 
the radical element in the ranks of 
labor. 

After two months of stubborn 
struggle, the misled workers of the 
Canadiah city have been compelled 
to surrender uncondifionally. In 
spite of the fact that they effected 
for a time a complete tie-up of indus- 
trial and community activities; in 
spite of the enlistment of post-office 
workers and police; in spite of sup- 
port from sympathetic strike move- 
ments:in other cities and from mys- 
terious sources of funds in the Unit- 
ed States, thelr efforts, boldly plan- 
ned, well organized end vigorously 
executed, have gained them nothing. 

Nor is their failure due in any 
large degree to governmental inter- 
ference. The Canadian Government 
was slow to act and exhibited an ex- 
traordinary patience and. toleration 
in dealing with the workers.

There was an exceedingly large 
market today notwithstanding the 
rain, The offerings were mainly of 
eggs, butter, berries, potatoes and 
new vegetables. Green corn also 
made its appearance, the first of 
the season.

Hon H. J..Cody, D.D., LL.D., Min- 
ister of Education ‘for Ontario, who 
contributes the following article to 
the Canadian section of The Sun on 
the present educational situation In 
Ontario, is one of the outstanding 
ofthe younger statesmen of the Do- 
minion. Dr. Cody has been a con- 
spicious success in the church life 
ofthis’ province, and’ is one of the 
few cases of a minister of the Gos- 
pel leaving his pulpit to enter Par- 
Hament. _As a matter of fact he has 
not left the pulpit altogether, being 
still rector and sometimes preacher 
at St. Paul’s Anglican Church, Bloor 
street, Toronto, one of the foremost 
churches of the city, and which has 
been brought to its preset high 
state of success from very small be- 
ginnings by Dr. Cody himself. 

Dr. Cody, who is a native of Ox- 
ford county, Ontario, has singular 
gifts \ of oratory and personality. 
‘When he became Minister of Educa- 
tion about a year ago much was ex- 
pected from him, as he todk over a 
ran down department, fegarding 
which there was much agitatfon and 
discontent. His plans for better- 
men were long in abeyance, but in 
the session of the Legislature re- 
cently closed he announced new pol- 
icles which have attracted much at- 
tention and to which reference is 
made in the following article.

In the earlier days of the war the 
term “reconstruction” was used to 
express a return to the conditions of 
July. 1914. The practical tasks of 
reconstruction were the two related 
problems of demobilization and res- 
toration—how to get men as quickly 
as possible from their war positions 
in the army or in industry back Into 
their old niches in civil life, and 
how to free employers and employ- 
ed from the restrictions and: control 
of war with a view to restoring the 
methods of the past. But as'time 
went on and the deeper lessons of 
the struggle were being impressed 
on men’s souls the word “recon- 
struction” took on a deeper mean- 
ing. \Men sought for more than a 
simple return to pre-war conditions. 
There grew the ideal of a better 
world after the war. By war ach- 
fevements there was developed an 
enlarged. sense of what is possible 
and a quickened sense of what is 
just. Not the old conditions, but 
better conditions for all, is the alm 
of a true reconstruction. 


The basis of reconstruction is the, 


conservation and development of 
our human resources. ‘Al! plans for 
commerce, industry, agriculture— 
all plans for the general utilization 
of our material wealth—depend up- 
on the intelligence and character of 
the people. Reconstruction is thus 
inextricably bound up with the 
broad subject of education. 


Lessons of the War. 


The importance of education has 
received fresh illustration‘ from the 
world cataclysm of war. We have 
seen on a colossa}] scale the power 
of education over the souls and 
minds of men. It has been able to 
poison the spring of national life, 
to change and degrade national 
ideals, to minister to monstrous van- 
ity and egotism. Education, applied 

with persistence and pedantic per- 
tinacity, is the most formidable in- 
strument in the modern world for 
the control of conduct and the 
moulding of purpose. We have seen 
also that the application of science 
| to industry and commerce can enor- 

mously develop the markets of a na- 
tion and increase {ts wealth. 

Technical and industrial educa- 
tion is a necessity if a country is to 
hold its own in world competition. 
| Nothing but the best product, sold 
and pushed in the most effective 
way, can win a world market. his 
i best product can be secured only by 
the best management and the most 
' skilled labor, and. these once more 
are linked up with education. We 
have accepted as one of the aims of

- Especial Value of Children 


All educationalists, indeed all 
thoughtful people, have long since 
recognized that the most effective 
service to the State can be rendered 
through the education and care of 
the young. Early formation is bet- 
ter than later re-formation. Pre- 
vention is better than cure. It is 
easier to train the child aright than 
to restore the adult. The age of 
the rights pf man was succeeded by 
the age of the “rights of woman.” 
Now we are living in the age of 
the “rights of children.” Chief am- 
ong their rights is the right to al 
sound education. But the appalling 
losses of our choice young men in 
these recent years have further en- 
hanced the value of the Preeee gen- 
eration of children. 

War and influenza neon them 
—s0 writes the medical correspond- 
ent of the London Times—have ac- 
counted for the deaths of 18,000,- 
000 young men throughout the 
world. Thechildren of today deserve 
special educational care, both be- 
cause ‘of their added obligations 
through the passing of so many of 
the world’s young manhood and be- 
cause of the altered world into 
which they will grow-up. The State 
must, therefore, discharge its duty 
to the full, no matter what the cost, 
toward the conservation of-.the 
child. This means not only the pre- 
servation of life but the best use of 
life and the fullest development of 
native gifts. 


Broader Meaning of Education 


We construe education to mean 
more than the imparting of know- 
ledge and the training of the mind. 
Its broad scope covers bodily health 
and fitness, mental culture, devotion 
of spirit and social efficiency. The 
German educationalists thought of 
clvilization in terms of intelléct; 
The British, in terms” of character. 
Which {ideal is the safer and worth- 
fer, history has already pronounced. 

Efficiency !n itself is no more mor- 
al than lightning. From what mo- 
tive does it spring? To what aim is! 
it directed? The proper place of 
efficiency Is as the servant of a mor- 
al fdeal. Apart from such an {deal, 
efficiency may be an evil and wicked 
instrument which in the end works 
woful disaster, In the early stages 
of the war, the organized efficiency 
of Germany, brutal and immoral, 
was hammering at the doors of hu- 
man civilization and had almost 
beaten them down. But the free 
peoples held) the enemy until the 
moral ideals could evoke their own 
efficiency and form of organization. 
When this was accomplished the end 
was in sight.

Amid applause ‘from friends he 
sald he believed the granting of the 
Priesthood to woman “would make 
her false to her sex.”’
